The  Advanced  Series  is  specifically  designed  for  those  service  providers  who  have  met  the  Orientation  requirements,  but  who  still  must 
meet  the  DASA  continuing  training  requirements  by  receiving  12  hours  of  DUI  specific  training  annually.
